





DISCLOSURE OF INFORMATION 

Although most Government land information is generally available, there may 
be occasions when information sought from a particular source is confidential 
for one reason or another. Details of rental agreements held by the Valuation 
Department would be an example of confidential material. 

In the case of confidential information held by Government agencies, it 
should be remembered that public servants are bound by the provisions of the 
Official Secrets Act 1951 and the Public Service Regulations 1964. 

It is important for inquirers to appreciate that if a public servant discloses 
confidential information, he or she is guilty of an offence and liable for pro¬ 
secution in terms of the legislation or regulations. 
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This booklet is designed to help people who deal regularly with land-use 
matters by acquainting them with the availability and source of land 
information. 

No attempt is made to evaluate the data available , but comment is 
provided in some cases to explain the purpose and nature of the infor¬ 
mation. The booklet does not pretend to be an extensive chronicle of 
all land-use information. 

Publication was initiated by the Land Use Advisory Council as an 
interim measure until such time as a permanent , computer-based land- 
information system is established. 



Legal Description, Status, and Restrictions 
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Plan Records 

Identification of the land, its status, locality, and details of any legal 
restrictions or easements are the fundamental starting points for any 
exercise associated with planning the development and use of land. 
Much of this information can be obtained from the plan records pre¬ 
pared by the Department of Lands and Survey. 

Certificates of Tide 

Certificates of title for all privately owned land and a great deal of 
publicly owned land are held in the Lands and Deeds Registry offices 
of the Department of Justice. 

The certificate of tide is the basic land record, and there are about 
1 800 000 held throughout the country. Each certificate provides 
details of the owner and all previous owners, type of ownership, area, 
legal description, mortgages, charges, leases, and all easements affecting 
the land, whether the land bears the burden of the easement or has the 
benefit of it. Such easements include rights of way, drainage, sewage, 
water, power, gas, and telephone. The certificate of title also includes 
various conditions, restrictions, and covenants such as fencing coven¬ 
ants, restrictive covenants, and conditions imposed by local authorities. 
There are also certificates of tide for parts of buildings, for example, 
flats.

Document records are also held in Lands and Deeds Registry offices. 
All the documents recorded on the certificates of tide are available for 
public search without charge. These documents include transfers, 
mortgages, leases, various types of charges, transmissions, and pro¬ 
clamations. In large- and intermediate-size Lands and Deeds Registry 
offices coin-operated copying machines are provided in the public areas 
for anyone who wishes to make copies of documents or extracts there¬ 
from. The certificate of title records are also open to public search, and 
a facsimile copy of a certificate of title may be obtained on request 
without fee. 

Where there are restrictions and easements recorded on the certificate 
of title it would be wise to engage a solicitor to ensure that accurate 
interpretations are given to these restrictions. 


Crown Lands Register 

If there is insufficient information on publicly owned land or it is not 
available at a Lands and Deeds Registry Office, inquire at district 
offices of the Department of Lands and Survey. Here, on request, a 
check can be made of the legal description, status, etc., from the Crown 
Lands Register. The services provided by the Department of Lands and 
Survey are without charge, except that payment is required for copies 
of plan record sheets and survey plans.

8 Site Description 


This includes topography (land form and steepness), altitude, climate 
and rainfall data, access, present use, soil types, and vegetation cover — 
factors that are significant in making an assessment of likely forms of 
development and indicating probable limitations to particular types 
of use. 

Particulars of present use and vegetation may be obtained by reference 
to aerial photographs and to maps prepared by Land Inventory and 
National Resource Surveys, New Zealand Land Resource Inventory 
Worksheets, and Forest Surveys (see pp.24-28). 

Some material on site descriptions is also available from the Valuation 
Department, although not in map form. Approaches for this infor¬ 
mation should be made to district offices of the department, though 
occasionally a query may have to be redirected to a field office. 


Maps 

Topographical information is presented at various scales in a special 
mapping series published by the Department of Lands and Survey. 
The more popular maps in this series are the NZMS 1 sheets at a scale 
of 1:63 360 and the NZMS 18 sheets at 1:250 000, but there are com¬ 
plementary maps ranging in scale from 1:25 000 to 1:500 000. All 
maps in the topographical series are in full colour showing features such

as roads, railways, towns, drainage patterns, vegetation, with relief by 
contour lines. 

Details of access are shown on the various types of maps. If additional 
research is required to confirm that access shown is in fact legal access, 
this can be carried out at the plan records section of district offices of 
the department. Legal access can in many instances be determined 
from certificate of title records held at Lands and Deeds Registry 
offices. 


New Zealand Land Resource Inventory Worksheets 

Topographic information shown on the New Zealand Land Resource 
Inventory Worksheets includes slope, vegetation, and erosion (see 
P-25). 


Meteorological Reports 

Information about rainfall and temperatures can be obtained either 
from the New Zealand Meteorological Service's annual publications on 
meteorological observations (NZ Meteorological Service Miscellaneous 
Publications) or by direct application to the head office of the New 
Zealand Meteorological Service. Some information is also included in 
reports of the Land Inventory and Soil Surveys (see pp.24 and 31).

Zoning 


Any person or organisation considering buying or developing land 
should be fully aware of how the particular parcel of land is zoned. 
Those unaware of the zoning and its implications could find them¬ 
selves in difficulties and possibly suffer loss. 


Local Authority District Scheme Plans 

The zoning of land is shown on local authority district scheme plans. 
To obtain this information, approach the planning branch of the 
local authority concerned. These documents are also available for 
perusal at district offices and the head office of the Ministry of Works 
and Development. However no assurances can be given that these 
copies are always fully up to date.

Soils 
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Descriptions and maps of soils are published by the Soil Bureau of the 
Department of Scientific and Industrial Research (DSIR). The whole 
of New Zealand is covered on a scale of 1:253 440, and more detailed 
information on scales ranging from 1:126 720 to 1:15 480 is available 
for many areas. Interpretations for alternative uses of soils are included 
in the reports. Inquiries about the availability of soil data can be made 
to local offices of the Soil Bureau, DSIR.

Minerals 


Mining Licences 

Under the Mining Act 1971 mining privileges and licences issued after 
1 April 1973 are required to be lodged with district land registrars, and 
these are recorded in Lands and Deeds Registry offices and are open to 
public search. 

Records of mining privileges granted before 1 April 1973 are held in 
certain Magistrates’ Courts. Copies of all mining privileges may be 
searched in the head office of the Mines Department. 

Maps 

Maps showing the locality of mining privileges and applications on a 
scale of 1:63 000 are published and sold by the head office (General 
Draughting Division) of the Department of Lands and Survey. Aper¬ 
ture card copies of these maps may be viewed at the head office, 
Mines Department, and all Department of Lands and Survey district 
offices. 

Reports 

The Mines Department also holds annual reports and monthly reports 
from mining companies on their activities and monthly reports from 
departmental inspectors. Information on the administration of pros¬ 
pecting and mining, in particular on the administration of the Mining

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Act 1971 and the Mining Regulations 1973, is contained in the publi¬ 
cation “Miners’ Guide” which is obtainable from Mines Department 
offices, the Department of Lands and Survey, and some Magistrates’ 
Courts. 

Census 

The Department of Statistics compiles, at 5-yearly intervals, a census 
of mining and quarrying which provides some information on material 
produced from mines and quarries. Only the address of the firm invol¬ 
ved is included in this census and not the location of the operation. 

COAL 

Records of all current coal mining rights are held in Lands and Deeds 
Registry offices. Further information about coal mining operations 
are held by Mines Department, head office. 

PETROLEUM 

Records of licences for petroleum prospecting and mining are held in 
the head office, Mines Department. Three maps showing the localities 
of these licences in —

14 Geology 


The Department of Scientific and Industrial Research, through the 
Geological Survey and Geophysics Division, conducts surveys of rock- 
types, structures, natural faulting, magnetic and gravimetric anomalies, 
etc. The results are published in 1:250 000 geological maps, for which 
complete coverage of New Zealand exists, numerous other series of 
maps on appropriate scales, and in various bulletins and research publi¬ 
cations. Special mention should be made of the Industrial Series of 
mapping which covers the main centres and is of interest to engineers 
and planners. 

The New Zealand Geological Survey No.38 series of reports is entitled 
“Minerals of New Zealand” and is divided into sections: 38A — metal¬ 
lic Minerals ; 38B — Non-Metallic Minerals; 38C — Coal; 38D — Geo¬ 
thermal. Each section consists of separate leaflets dealing, in the case 
of 38A and 38B, with a single mineral item, e.g., iron, copper, clay, 
asbestos. 38C (which is still in preparation) will be divided into leaflets 
each covering a “coal-region”, e.g., Waikato, Taranaki. 38D, similarly, 
is divided on the basis of “geothermal fields”. The leaflet concept was 
devised so that a single subject could be revised as new information 
came to hand, without reprinting the whole work. 

Each leaflet gives information, in concise form, about its subject; pos¬ 
ition geographically, geological environment, prospecting done, mining 
or other exploitation, prospects for development. References for 
further reading are included.

Government Valuation 
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The district valuation rolls, prepared under the Valuation of Land Act Contacts 

for every local authority district, contain particulars of virtually all Valuation Department, district offices 

estates and interests in land in New Zealand. The main omissions are 

roads and streets and the permanent way of railways. Each roll entry 

includes the names and addresses of owners and occupiers, the legal 

description of the land, its area, and the assessed values as at the date 

of the last revaluation of the district valuation roll. 

Certified copies of entries on the district valuation roll may be obtained 
on application and payment of a fee, or informal extracts from the roll 
may be obtained free of charge. 




Land-use Data 


The Valuation Department, in the course of its 5-yearly revaluations, 
brings up to date 10 fields of data recorded in the computer system and 
collectively known as “Land Use Data”.

2. The actual use 

3. The numbers of units of use 

4. The extent to which the property is subdivisible into vacant lots 

5. The number of off-street parking spaces provided 

6. The age ) 

7. The condition ) 

8. The construction ) of the principal structure

This information is available, either on magnetic tape or as a printed 
listing, to local authorities or their authorised planning consultants on 
payment of the appropriate fee. 

The Department of Statistics publishes information on agriculture, 
land transfers, and local authorities which provides additional infor¬ 
mation on land use.

Information on the productive potential of land can be obtained from Contacts 
various sources referred to in this handbook. 

In addition, the Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries has information Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries, 

on agriculture and horticulture relating to the broad areas of perfor- regional offices 

mance, potentials, and economics. The information on performance 

relates to current and past performance of land classes and soil types 

in physical terms such as crop yields, carrying capacities, and pasture 

production. A considerable volume of local information, in economic 

terms of alternative land uses in the agricultural and horticultural 

field, enterprise combinations and systems, and comparative data on 

investment opportunities is also available from Ministry offices. 



Agricultural Statistics 
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These can be obtained from a variety of sources, including the Depart¬ 
ments of Statistics and Lands and Survey, the Rural Banking and 
Finance Corporation, and the Ministry of Agriculture and Fisheries. 

Material obtainable in the Department of Statistics’ Annual Census of 
Agriculture is based on assessments compiled as at 30 June each year. 
The area for all “holdings” in New Zealand is collected as it relates to 
grassland and lucerne established (including grassland oversown); land 
in or prepared for fruit, grain, nursery, vegetable, or fodder crops; 
plantations of exotic trees grown for timber; tussock or danthonia 
used for grazing; other land on the holdings; and the total area of the 
holding taking into account residences, native bush, roads, and the 
like. 

The Department of Lands and Survey can provide details of Crown 
land held on leases and licences (including pastoral areas), land under 
development for eventual settlement, Marginal Land Act 1950 assist¬ 
ance, and stock numbers run on departmental farms. 

The Rural Banking and Finance Corporation’s main involvement is 
through its lending services. As well as physical, financial, and pro¬ 
duction data contained in individual field reports on mortgaged proper¬ 
ties, the Corporation records its loans under the following topics: 
initial farm purchase loans; farm development loans; refinanced loans; 
amalgamation loans; stock loans; and loans to rural-based industries.

24 Surveys by Government Departments 


Land Inventory Survey 

This survey is basically a stocktaking of information about the land, 
and it is published in a readily understood form. The inventory itself 
comprises a set of maps depicting different aspects of the land and its 
use (land cover, soils, land tenure, land use, land slope, etc.). This is 
supplemented by a booklet containing data about the area covered, 
with details of such factors as history and development, population 
growth, communications, and climatic conditions. 

The Department of Lands and Survey, in co-operation with other 
interested departments, carried out the survey originally on a county- 
by-county basis. With the move to regional planning, work is now 
being completed to tie in with proposed regional government bound¬ 
aries. 


National Resources Surveys 

The Ministry of Works and Development draws on a wide range of land 
use information from different Government sources for the prepar¬ 
ation of these surveys, which have been published on a regional basis 
over a number of years. Those regions covered are West Coast (1959), 
Bay of Plenty (1962), Northland (1964), Nelson (1964), Otago (1967), 
Hawke’s Bay (1971), Wanganui (1971), and Waikato-Coromandel-King 
Country (1973).

The main purpose of the surveys is to collect and analyse the sort of Contacts 
data a regional planning authority would need to prepare a regional 
planning scheme. An important secondary purpose is to make available 
comprehensive information on regional resources and development 
trends so that various organisations and individuals can use it to assist 
and guide their own development planning for the region. Mapping at 
a scale of 1:500 000 accompanies the text, depicting among other 
things, geology, soils, land use, recommended changes in land use, and 
land tenure.

New Zealand Land Resource Inventory Worksheets Series 

This series of maps, compiled by Water and Soil Division of the Minis- Ministry of Works and Development, 

try of Works and Development at a scale of 1:63 360, contains two sets Palmerston North and Christchurch offices 

of information. The first is an inventory of five physical factors: rock 
type, soil unit, slope group, erosion type and degree, and vegetation 
type or association. The data are arranged in code form for conven¬ 
ience of interpretation. Where any one of the physical factors mapped 
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changes significantly, within the scale of mapping, a new inventory area 
is formed, thus creating a series of homogeneous unit areas. 

The second set of data is a land-use capability classification. This is an 
assessment of the land for agricultural capability based on physical 
limitations. The classification has eight classes; Classes I to IV being 
arable, Classes V to Vll non arable, and Class VIII land is for protection 
use only. Use limitations increase from Classes I to Vll 1 

Three more map series are being prepared, lhese are interpretations of 
data on the worksheet series and are programmed to be completed in 
1978. l hese are: 


Erosion /Wap Series 

This series, mapped at 1:250 000, shows potential erosion severity 
assessed on a 0 to 5 scale of not significant, slight, moderate severe 
very severe, and extreme. Present erosion seventy (based on the same 
scale) and the two dominant erosion forms are also mapped, lhese are 
represented in code form. Also shown is a three-part erosion potential 
for areas regularly under cultivation. The grades are slight, moderate, 
and severe. 


Land-use Capability Map Series 

This series is at 1:1 000 000 and provides a national land-use capability 
classification to broad unit level. 



Recommended Soil Conservation and Water Management Map Series

forestry, and catchment protection (i.e., erosion control or water yield) 
uses, in terms of inherent physical limitations. 

Coastal Reserves Survey 

The coastal reserves survey is a New Zealand-wide resource inventory 
of the land adjacent to the sea coast and of lakeshores, riverbanks, and 
offshore islands and is usually carried out on a county basis but some¬ 
times in smaller sections and occasionally by regions. 

Completed coastal survey reports identify areas which should be pre¬ 
served for their outstanding natural, historic, or scientific features or 
for their recreational potential; specify the urgency for administrative 
action to safeguard the land from conflicting use or bring it into public 
ownership or use; and assess the significance of proposals and whether 
they should be the prime responsibility of central, regional, or local 
government. 

Scenic and Allied Reserves Survey 

For some time the Department of Lands and Survey, in association 
with the New Zealand Forest Service, has been undertaking a stock¬ 
taking of scenic and allied reserves. The purpose of this joint survey is 
to assess whether there is a need for greater protection of the native 
flora or other unique features, or if there should be improvements 
carried out to encourage public use of the reserves.

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The most immediate benefits of this work are the provision of infor¬ 
mation for more effective management of existing reserves and the 
identification of other areas that are worthy of reservation. 

As a follow up to the initial stocktaking a more detailed biological 
survey of each reserve is now underway by scientists from the Botany 
Division of the Department of Scientific and Industrial Research. 


Forest Surveys 

The New Zealand Forest Service has completed or has underway the 
following surveys: 

National Forest Survey (Indigenous) 

Ecological Forest Survey 
Exotic Forest Survey 
Catchment Condition Survey 
Zonation of Indigenous Forest 
State Exotic Forest Records 

Between 1946 and 1955 the National Forest Survey was undertaken 
to obtain information on the remaining timber resources by subdivid¬ 
ing and mapping forest areas over the whole country into forest types. 
The results of this survey are published in “The National Forest Survey 
of New Zealand: Volume V\ Government Printer 1957. Although 
oriented towards timber volume estimates, this survey and forest-type 
mapping provides better ecological descriptions than previously avail¬ 
able.

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From 1956 to the present time information has been built upon to 
provide a systematic ecological survey of the country’s forests, having 
covered most of the North Island and limited areas of the South Island. 
The ecological survey describes the complex indigenous forest types 
and provides data enabling objective delineating of scientific reserves 
and understanding of the distribution and dynamics of the forests. The 
work is published as follows: 

Forest Service Mapping Series No.6 — forest-class maps, scale 
1:250 000. Maps and descriptive leaflets describing a broad ecolog¬ 
ical grouping of forest types into 18 forest classes. 

Forest Service Mapping Series No.5 — forest-type maps, scale 
1:63 360. Maps depicting detailed forest types and providing on the 
reverse side a wide range of related information. Largely restricted 
to the Bay of Plenty and Urewera. 

Forest Service Mapping Series No. 15 — will be a countrywide forest- 
class map at a scale of 1:1 000 000, derived from the amalgamation 
of forest-class maps. As an interim measure a provisional map has 
been produced for the 1974 Forestry Development Conference 
depicting eight super-classes. 

An Exotic Forest Survey was carried out between 1959 and 1963 by 
sampling all exotic forests throughout New Zealand to define species, 
age-class distribution, and timber volumes by tenure. The complete 
records include maps by counties, and more information is available in 
‘‘Forest Research Institute Mensuration Report No.35”.

Catchment condition surveys are undertaken by the Protection Fores¬ 
try Division of the Forest Research Institute based at Ham. These 
surveys are aimed at determining the condition of, and trends in, the 
vegetation of unoccupied mountain land as a basis for noxious animal 
control and protection forest management.

In order to clarify the management objectives of indigenous State 
forest, zoning is now being undertaken as a basis for management 
planning and describing intended use. Maps or overlays are produced 
to indicate primary use and zones, e.g., protection, scientific, amenity, 
historical, and production zones. A second map or overlay is produced 
to indicate the type of public use envisaged for forest areas by sub¬ 
zones, e.g., wilderness, natural environment, recreational development, 
and restricted zones. Details of this zoning are available in a paper 
“Zoning and Classification of State Forest Land” prepared for the 1974 
Forestry Development Conference. 


All exotic forests managed by the New Zealand Forest Service are 
mapped in considerable detail; by area, species planted, silvicultural 
treatment, etc. The maps and associated records provide a full account 
of the nature and timing of all operations that are concerned with the 
tree crops.

Maps 

Most Government departments which publish maps, i.e., Lands and 
Survey, Works and Development, DSIR, and New Zealand Forest 
Service, also produce information brochures describing the maps avail¬ 
able and indicating how these can be acquired. 

When the requirement for maps has been identified an approach should 
be made to the relevant department for assistance. 

Aerial Photographs 

Copies of aerial photographs and aerial mosaic maps can be obtained 
from the map sales sections of the Department of Lands and Survey. 
New Zealand is wholly covered by photographs. The scale varies but 
generally ranges from 1:15 840 to 1:80 000. Copies of these photo¬ 
graphs may be obtained as contact prints, enlargements, or half-tone 
transparencies. 

Mosaic maps in the NZMS 3 series are composite aerial photographs 
with the National Grid system and place names shown. The sheet 
lines of the mosaic map series conform to the sheet lines of the NZ 
Topographical series 1:25 000, but the scale is 1:15 840. Aerial mos¬ 
aics of farmlands or urban areas can be obtained by arrangement 
with any of the companies who specialise in aerial photography. The 
price varies according to the size and the preparation work involved.

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36 Glossary 


Certificate of title: Document formally attesting to the rights of 
ownership. 

Covenant: A clause of agreement whereby a party stipulates to the 
truth of certain facts, or binds himself to do or not do any act. 

Danthonia: Drought-resistant grass, of value in poor conditions. 

Easement: Right over neighbour’s land, such as right of way, right 
of passage for water, sewage, etc. 

Gravimetric anomaly: Irregularity of gravitational force. 

Land parcel. Piece of land. 

Lease: Contract by which owner of land or property conveys that 
land or property to a lessee in return for rent. 

Magnetic anomaly: Changes in the earth’s magnetic field. 

Mortgage: Conveyance of property by debtor (mortgagor) to 

creditor (mortgagee) as security for debt. 

Proclamation: Official announcement signed by the Governor- 

General and another Minister and published in the New Zealand 
Gazette. 

Site: Ground on which building or group of buildings stood, 

stand, or will stand. 


Transfer: Conveyance of property or right. 

Transmission: The acquirement, by operation or law, of title to an 
estate or interest in land which is under the Land Transfer Act, e.g., 
acquirement of tide to an estate by an executor on the death of 
the owner. 

Zoning: An area which is to be used exclusively or principally for 
a specific purpose or class of purpose, e.g., residential, commercial, 
industrial, or rural.
